Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Discussed the prior art teaching that too high heating above the 
eutectic point and cooling does not result in improved wetting because of the large crystals formed. It was suggested to 
applicants to show how the claimed method is different form the teaching of the prior art. Discussed that depending on 
the melting temperature of the drug and the surfactant, the coating does not always result in surfactant coating the 
drug. Suggsted to incorporate the drugs and surfactants in a markush format, clarify the high shear process emplyed in 
the claimed method and amend the claims to recite particulate drug, instead of crystals. Applicants arguments and 
amendment will be considered in determining the paterntability of the claims. 
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
